FoREIGN ‘Ministers are not 
private individuals free to 
air personal views on public 
matters. Mr. Abba Eban, that 
is_to say, who is entitled to 
private opinions as much as the 
next man, should not have told 
Mr. Frost in a televised inter- 
view that he is “not interested” 
whether further Nazi war cri- 
minals are prosecuted. The Par- 
tisans Ὁ ization is right in 
holding that such an opinion 
public expressed by Israel's 
Foreign Minister will be made 
use of by reluctant prosecutors 
in Germany and in Austria, and 
that it will be said that “even 
Israel” favours abandoning all 
further prosecutions. 

Mr. Eban argued that no further 
‘political purpose is served by the 
prosecution of Nazi war criminals, 
for no new case would ever have 
the same impact as that of Adolf 
Eichmann. But while the identifica- 
tion of Eichmann, the dariag cap- 
ture and transfer to Israel, and the 
subsequent meticulously fair and. 
full trial, and ultimate execution, 
did have a very great impact on 

a world that had never understood 
the full implications of the Nazi 
horrors, this was not the primary 
purpose. It was not a show trial. 

There isalso such athing as the 
need for justice to be as complete 
as It can be made. It was impor- 
tant that the world should learn 
what had happened; but it was no 
less essential that an Eichmann 
“should not evade justice because 
he had ‘been able to escape to 
South America, and no one was 
making much effort to have him 
sent back to Germany to face 
trial No maa of whom it Is known 
that he committed punishable war 
crimes should be able to live peace- 
fully, unpunished, able, if he wishes, 
to brag every day of the hundreds 
or thousands of innocent people he 
Sent to their death. 

Mr. Eban said rightly that there 
Js no punishment or explation for 
“a million eyes and a millon 
teeth,” but that [5 only more’ plc- 
torial, not more valid than saying 
that the punishment of a murderer 
will not restore his victim to life. 
To suggest itisno longer impor- 
tant whether men who committed 
murder by order of a government 
bent on the destruction of a whole 
People are brought to justice may 
be read too easily as meaning that 
this catastrophic era has been for- 
gotten, that we ourselves only wish 
to forget, and not be reminded of 
the details of its brutalities and 
maasccres. This’ particular past 
cannot be put right, and it cannot 
be disposed of by being forgotten. 
Whether we like it or not, it must 
be a part of history, a part of the 
total picture of what has happen- 
ed, and can happen, not only in 
East Pakistan and in Biafra, or to 
primitive tribesmen in the jungle 
of South America, but in the Ger- 
many of Goethe, and Schiller. 

And if there were not this need 
to remember that the idea of geno- 
cide has not disappeared from the 
world, we should not disregard 
fhat just as some of the instiga- 
tors of these crimes survive, so 
do many of their victims, and that 
they will resent in a very personal 
manner & suggestion by Israel's 
Foreign Minister that i: no longer 
matters whether the men who 
abused them are prosecuted or 
not.

BLAST WRECKS 
BUS OUTSIDE

HAIFA. — An explosive charge 
wrecked an Egged bus which had 
just been vacated by its passen- 
gers and driver after arriving at 
Haifa's Plumer Square, outside 
the railway station, at 11 o'clock 
yesterday morning.

WASHINGTON ‘Reuter), — Presi- 
dent Nixon asked Congress yester- 
day for broad powers to control 
almost all sectors of the U.S, eco- 
nomy at least until April, 1973, as 
part of nis all-out effort to check 
inflation. 

Mr. Nixon asked for extension of 
his authority to control wages and 
prices and for new standby author- 
ity to stabilize interest rates and 
dividends. 

Mr. Nixon hopes that the actions 
he has taken and will take in the 
future to hold down wages and 
prices will make it unnecessary for 
τὰ to act in the areas of interest 
rates and dividends. However, the 
proposed legislation he sent to 
Congress would permit him to sta- 
bilize interes; and dividends at “‘le- 
vels consonant with orderly econo- 
mic growth,” he sald.

The reason for this phenomenon is 
the presence of clouds of large ver- 
tical extent (so-called cumulonim- 
bus clouds) which are able to cnn- 
tain huge amounts of water drops. 
These water masses are held in sus- 
pension by strong updrafts of air, 
Sometimes reaching a velocity of 80 
km. per hour while the cloud [5 in 
the building stage. 
At maturity the cloud contains 
50 great an accumulation of large 
drops that even very strong up- 
drafts cannot contain them, and 
with the sometimes sudden weak- 
ening of these upcurrents we then 
witness the sudden descent of what 
seems not to be rain but a solid 
water mass cascading down. 

Not even the most absorhent soil 
is capable of absorbing such huge 
rain amounts — they may reach up- 
wards of 100 mm per hour (in com- 
parison: the annual rainfall average 
for Beersheba is 200 mm). On soll

Some time after a cloudburst im 
a desert area, the collected rain 
water may come pourlng down 8. 
wadi and will then rusk along its 
narrow walls, with a frightening 
roar, destroying and sweeping away 
everything In its path. 

Bridges and culverts are damaged 
or broken, large boulders, trees 
sheep and roads arc swept away 
by a wall of water that may exceed 
two metres tn ‘height. 

The thunderstorms occur maialy 
in spring and autumn when weather 
disturbances, |.e. small low pressure 
systems from the desert regions or 
from the Red Sea penetrate into 
Sinai, the eastern Negev and 
the Jordan valley, causing a ‘hot 
airflow at the earth’s surface. This 
air becomes even more heated in 
the afternoon and thus the strong 
upward air currents arise which 
give birth to thunderclouds that 
may engender cloudbursts. 

Flash floods are known to occur 
nearly every year at some time or 
other: in certain wadia of the Ne- 
gev and the Sinal The veteran me- 
teorologist Prof. D. Ashbel wrote 
about their causes in 1938. 

Because of the largely increased 
flow of tourists and hikers everyone - 
should be aware of the danger of 
flash floods in those areas.

In telling the sto- 
ry the poet had read her poem 
once, twice, three times, The au- 
dience of 250, three-quarters of 
them women, understood perfectly. 


Speaking on “Poet and Society 
Today,” Dr. Domin sald she sees 
today’s poet as essentially on the 
defensive, an artist who has to ex- 
plain his raison d'etre. To her, poet- 
ry (8 an abbreviation of reality, 
time stopped ang  quick-frozen, 
which can be unfrozen by the read- 
er to become more real than reali- 
ty. Poetry distils experience into Its 
most precise form, That ls why we 
can understand, say, a Chinese 
poem. The esgentlal Kernel of hu-

where, she says. 


Poetry is also education to cour- 
age. Dr. Domin dislikes the word 
“neutral,” which is now fashionable 
in Germany. To her Poetry keeps 
the anti-neutral, humane’ element 
in man alive.

Being neutral is almost being in- 
human, she says.

Hilde Domin was born in 1912 in 

, Germany, into an assimi- 
jated Jewish family, the Lowen- 
steins (her father was 8. lawyer}. 
She studied law, sociology and po- 
litical sclence at the Universities of 
Cologne, Heldelberg, Berlin and 
Rome, receiving her doctorate in 
Political Science from the Univer- 
sity of Florence in 1935. After liv- 
ing in Italy’ from 1932 to 1938, she 
fied to England and then to the 
Dominican Republic, where she and 
her husband, who is an art histo- 
rian, taught at the University of 
Santo Domingo. After a stay in the 
USS. she returned to Germany in 1954, 
where she hag been living with in- 
terruptions until] now. Her husband 
ls a professor at the University of 
Heidelberg. 

Dr. Domin started writing poet- 
ry in 1951 while still in Santo Do- 
mingo. Her first volume of poetry. 
“Nur eine Rose als Stittze” (Only ἃ 
Rose for Support, Frankfurt, 5S. 
Fischer), was published in 1959. 
Thia, together with two other books 
of poetry, “Hier’ (Here. 1964) and 
“Rickkebr der Schiffe” (Return of 
the Ships, 1965), established her as 
one of the most popular poets in 
Germany today. She ‘has also pub- 
lished a novel, an anthology of post- 
war German poetry and many 
transtations. 

After her lecture, Dr. Domin told 
me that she would lke to translate 
flsraeli poets into Germax, which 
she would do in cooperation with 
the authors, via English, since she 
knows no Hebrew. She said that 
Israeli poeta “speak with a Peds 
voice" and should be heard In Ger- 


mrany. 

Anticipating a question on the 
probiematics of a “Tewish poet in 
post-Hitler Germany, Dr. Domin 
Said that she thinks she can add 
to human understanding through 
her work. The problem of refugees 
and return and reintegration 
Germany is prominent in ‘her writ- 
ing, although it has a general cha- 
racter, with hardly a trace 
Jewishness.

On the question, “In your 
opinion is the State of Israel 2 
continuation of Jewish history?”, 63 
per cent of the religious replied 
yes, while only 46 per cent of the 
non-religious did go. “In your opi- 
nion are we in Israel a contifiuation 
of the Jewish people?” Religious: 
94 per cent, non-religious: 56 per 
cent.

At present, only half of one per 
cent of the two million persons Ku- 
pat Holim treats have joined the 
private doctor system. The bulk of 
the remainder, 66.5 per cent, have 
remained faithful to the family doc- 
tor or general practitioner in the cli- 
nic; another 17 per cent have re- 
mained faithful to the “medical 
team” system in which a doctor and 
“nurse work together, the nurse 
screening the patients first. Another 
three per cent receive medical help 
at hospital clinics where the hos- 
pital doctors double between the 
wards and the clinics, and the remain- 
ing 13 per cent live in villages 
or small towns where the only me- 
dical service available is the ge- 
neral practitioner. 

“Kupat Holim favours any type 
of medical service: it sees its fu- 
ture not in any one system, or Bys- 
tems, but in providing the best help 
to the greatest amount of people,” 
Mr. Grajek says. “We are trying to 
fit the system or different systems 
to the needs of the sick; we are 
pot trying to fit the patients into 
8. system.” : 

Another system now being dis- 
cussed in Kupat Holim circles, he 
notes, is across between the clinic 
and the private doctor.

A driver who was sitting in a bus 
just in front suffered slight shock, 
but was not detained in hospital. 

The explosion occurred abou: 15 
minutes after the 400 passengers 
of the Jerusalem train, which had 
arrived at 10.56, had got off ani 
left the area, About a minute be- 
fore the. blast a train with 500 
passengers arrived. Had the explo- 
slon been delayed by a minute they 
would probably have run straight 
into the blast in the square. 

The traffic supervisor on the 
square, Haim Shmueli, said that the 
driver of the second bus, Yehoshua 
Polin, discovered the parcel, a small 
box wrapped in a nylon bag, inside 
his bus, after it had been cleared 
by the passengers. He brought it 
to him, ‘and according to standard 
practice I opened it for examination. 
As soon as I noticed a piece of me- 
tal sticking out of the box I in- 
stinctively detached it, and together 
we took the parcel aside, under the 
bridge which leads to the port, for 
further examination. 

“I noticed some sausage-like fatty 
stuff and my suspicion that we were
